Raris, — Te government bill unde 
which it is intended to repress in- 
creased prices of foodstuffs and spec- 
ulation in, and the cornering of food- 
stuffs has been drafted, The cabinet 
met and examined into the subject of 
the increased cost of living and it was 
detided then to prepare the bill. 

Under the measure, any attempt to 
interfere with free commercial com- 
petition would be punished by a pri- 
son sentence ranging from a month 
to a year and a fine of from 500 
frtes to 50,000 francs, Attempted 
interference was carefully defined in 
broad language in the bill. Penalties 
are provided on a greatly increased 
scale in the case of a person operat- 


ing illegally in a commodity in which 
he does not deal habitually. 

Publicity is to be given to persons 
convicted, not in the newspapers, but 
by affiting documents to their homes, 
siops, or other places of business. 
The trial court is to fix the size of 
the notice to be posted and the time 
it shall remain exposed. Extra p. 
altie: are provided for the suppr® 
sion or concealing of notices by con- 
yieted persons.
